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Camp Grayling fire fighters help build Panama roads 


By Shirley D. Schmoock 

SSG Donald Sawall, one of a 5-man 
unit from Camp Grayling’s 1439th 
EN DET, fire fighting unit, has just 
returned from Panama as part of an 
active duty special work tour named 
Fuertes Caminos (fire roads). 

From January through June of 1992, 
U.S. troops have volunteered to assist 
in rebuilding roads and in erecting 
schools and other buildings for the 
citizens of the Panamanian highlands. 
Under the Panama Canal Treaty of 
1903, the United States builta military 
road from ocean to ocean, established 
an air force base and laid pipe from 
Cristobal to Balboa to carry fuel for 
the navy ships patrolling the area to 
protect the canal. 

But without continual and proper 
maintenance, the years have taken a 
terrible toll on the country’s 
infrastructure, a network of sadly kept 
interior roads and trails. The railroad, 
which once carried the men and 
equipment required to build the 
monolithic canal, is no longer in use, 
its tracks and trestlework overgrown 


with weeds and a tangle of flowering 
Vines. 

When Sawall landed in Panama City 
some wecks back, he said “the 90° 
heat was filled with unbelievable 
humidity. Itwas like taking plastic out 
of a washing machine and trying to 
wear it.” 

Past efforts to setde European 
peoples in Panama have always met 
with mixed success, so overwhelming 
is the tropical climate. And Sawall 
was told it was the dry season. 

The fire fighting support group was 
inprocessed, Sawall says, “in huge 
bubbles at least 40 X 100 feet, where 
a staging area was set up for the troops 
going on the detail, We were told 
about the poisonous snakes, but we 
never saw even one of those. I was 
also surprised that there were no bugs 
or mosquitoes considering the 
humidity was so high. But after we 
drew our gear, we were told to carry 
our weapons and gas masks 
everywhere we went. 

“Our interpreter was a swell guy. 
He was married but had no children.

iF you thought you'd have to travel far and wide to find a gold mine, there may be one much closer 


The people we met all seemed sort of 


nervous at first, but I guess they’re 
afraid of anybody wearing a uniform. 
Once they got to know us though, they 
couldn’t have been nicer to us. We 
travelled around the area on the Pan- 
Am Highway, but it looked more like 
Old U.S. 27. Nothing much is kept up 
over there,” he said. 
POOR AND PRIMITIVE 
When Sawall and his group were 
transported outof the modern environs 
of Panama City and into the interior 
where they were Lo meet their mission 
post, they found themselves being 
carried by helicopter compliments of 
ihe U.S. AirForce pilots who followed 
the winding Pan-Am Highway. “The 
land was rolling and very green,” said 
Sawall. “There are so many flowers 
that the place looks like a paradise. 
Butit’snot. It’s poor and primitive.” 
Water was scarce. Sawall spoke of 
how the streets were said to run with 
water during the rainy season. But the 
country becomes nearly barren during 
the dry season, and “we had to fill our 
truck with a water bladder. And that 
track,” he laughed, obviously enjoying 
his remembrances, “outfitting the 


B truck they gave us was really 


something beyond belief. I guess when 
it was shipped over to Panama, 
somebody on the boat left the lights on 
because the battery was fried when we 
gotit. It took us days to find the right 
stuff to fix it with.” 

Telephones were also scarce. “If 
you have a telephone, it’s a status 
symbol, notan everyday thing. Anda 
car? If a guy had a car, he was 
considered rich.” 

NO JUNGLE 

When the group was landed, Sawall 
wenton to describe the colorful details 
of the open air markets each town had, 
and how surprised he was to find no 
actual jungle there at all. “The hills 
were pretty and underbrush was thick, 


but there were no tall trees with vines 
hanging down. J thought it would be 
more like the South where all of the 
moss hangs off the trees,” he said. 

‘Most of the area we saw wastrural, 
Lots of horses and bicycles. They 
Ihave a good bus system though, and 
‘the markets were the best. You could 
buy a hand-tooled leather saddle for 
$85. They used our money but they 
bartered too. They had coins called 
Balboas, but mostly they wanted 
American money,” 


OTHERS TO GO 
The group was posted in a town 
named Santiago, arural community of 
approximately 20,000. This is where 
the 1439th was destined to spend its 
‘tour’... 150 miles south and west of 
Panama City. In discussing Fuertes 


Caminos ’92 with SSG Dan Ellis of 
Camp Grayling, he seemed genuinely 
envious of the troops working on the | 
‘tour.’ 

“When we came back from Saudi,” 
he explained why he wasnotable to go 
with them, “all the equipment had to 
bechecked, listed and accounted for. I 
just couldn’t get away. We'll be 
rotating others in and out until the tour 
is finished,” offering the names of 
SGT Baldwin, SGT Wm. Ellis, SPC 
Perry, SSG Shepherd, and SSG Sawall 
as being the first to go from Grayling. 
“Replacements willbe SPC Stahl, SPC 
Cammack, and SSG Griffin.” 

“They'll probably all be eligible for 
the Humanitarian Service Medal,” 
SSGEllis then said, “Sure wish I would 
be with them. I know they’ll all doa 
great job. What an experience.”

M.A.T.E.S. employees win

The Incentive Awards winners at 
M.A.T.E.S. obtain cash money for their 
various achievements, but winning is 
not by the luck of any draw. An 
examination of the review process for 
eachemployee is dependentupon what 
MAJ Bobenmoyer, M.A.T.E.S. 
Superintendent, calls “Sustained 
Superior Performance. To be eligible, 
the employee's actual work record 


‘must be directly linked with 


performance levels exceeding the 
merits as set forth in the Performance, 
Appraisal.” 

This review and appraisal is an 
annual event. It consists of numerous 
categories, each relating to the 


expertise. Theemployee ratings range 
from outstanding. down to 
unacceptable.
